salts interesting even if they ure ueve 
realized or never reached except on 
paper. 
Mr. Pickering flails that th 


epeed of the trotting horse is incretistn 
at a nearly uniform rnte of 4% second 
per mile in ten years, aud that at thi 
rate, iu tbe year 1907 a horse will trot i 
mile in two minutes, and in 2045 ia on 
minute. 
This 
improvement cannot 


however, go ou ludeSnitely, aud Mr 
Pickering thinks that the convex curv 
which he now finds to represent witu 
tolerable fairness the improvement u 
the horse's speed will noon become u 
straight line, when the ftpeed will re 
main stationary, and may even be uon 
Terted into a concave curve, with n cor 
responding falling off HI the horse'- 
development. Another point which hu» 
struck Mr. Pickering iu his examma 
tion of Mr. Brewer's tables is the rtipu 
iuereaae in the number of tiotuuf 
horses—an increase wliiuh, it continued 
at the present rate, will, in the year 
1900, supply the country with 10,UO( 
horses that can travel u nnlo in 2.3u 
or less.

damental principles, are going against 
their own interests just as much as if 
they set fire to all their accumulated 
possessions and walked out into the 
desert by the light of it.

Bey. Noyes, Presbyterian, in Evans- 


ton, 111., lately said :

tion to it. This task—which ought to 
be an easy one—is rendered both diffi- 
cult and delicate by the fact—which is 
surely a fact—that to a wide and de- 
plorable 
extent 
intemperance 
is 


fought 
with 
intemperance—the ex- 


cess, or even the moderation of in- 
dulgence in drink, with excess of pas- 
sionate denunciation, while the rejec- 
tion of this or that method of promoting 
temperance reform is denounced a be- 
trayal of the cause and an alliance with 
the liquor traffic. 
If wo cannot con- 


sider aud discuss this subject with 
calmness and perfect Christian self-re- 
straint then we ure guilty of the uvery 
sin of intemperance which we denounce, 
and guilty in the act of denouncing it. 
We fight intemperance of appetite and 
even honest and well-meaning but pos- 
sibly mistaken efforts to lessen its evils 
with intemperance aud 
violence 
of 


speech. This ought not to be so. 


There are three points which I pro- 


pose to stati) and argue in the further 
discussion of this subject. 
They each 


invite and would fully ropay a much 
fuller discussion than it is possible for 
me now to devote to them. 
They are : 


1. That to abstain is in itself no 


virtue, and not to abstain uo crime. 


2. That abstinence in certain cir- 


ouinstances and for certain ends may 
become an exalted virtue and an imper- 
ative and urgent duty. 


3. That drunkenness or any intem- 


perate uas of intoxicating liquors, is al- 
ways, everywhere, and under all cir- 
cumstances a sin and a crime. To the 
first two of these three points I shall de- 
vote but fow words, reserving to my- 
self more time for the discussion of the 
third. 


The wrath of God is revealed from

It is a reasonable law of 
God which requires strict sobriety, a 
steadfast and unyielding self control, 
and in keeping of this law "there is 
prreat reward.
